• File BDEA concerning school committee standing subcommittees. It was noted that it would be beneficial to have a 
facilities and property subcommittee because of the all the infrastructure/property related business that has been 
coming up and will come up in the near future. Mr. Thielman suggested that District Accountability also address special 
education issues referred to that subcommittee by the full School Committee. Motion made by Mr. Thielman to 
recommend this to the full School Committee for first reading at the December 22, 2011 meeting.

• There was a discussion of revisions to File FA/FB/FBB concerning district lines. It was noted that the policy revisions 
include specifying class size triggers for offering elementary enrollment outside of home district, establishes requirement 



for more accurate enrollment reporting, removes arbitrary capacity numbers. Dr. Bodie noted that a great deal of work 
would be placed upon the central office in one of the busiest months of the school year(August) in notifying parents of 
capacity going over the 10% median benchmark. The subcommittee acknowledged that further work and study needs to 
be done to this file before recommending it for first reading.
